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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections -35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United.States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1,2 and 4-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Pang et al (U.S. Patent 6,851,867 B2). 

Regarding claims 1 , 2 and 5, Pang et al disclose a hot plugging device for an 
optical transceiver module comprising: a module housing (302); latch grooves (310) on 
both sides of the housing (column 9 lines 4-15); sliding members (100, 104); and a 
rotating member comprising rotating bodies (115), linking parts (110L, 110R) and a 
holding part (112). 

Regarding claim 4, Pang et al disclose sliding members (100,104) has one end 
(100) moving close to or away from one end of the module housing and the other end

(104) approaching the end of the latching groove or engaged in the end of the latching 
groove as the sliding members are linearly moved (see Fig. 5). 

Regarding claim 6, Pang et al further disclose the rotating bodies having a push 
arm (116) for pushing the sliding members (column 7 lines 3-6). 

Regarding claims 7 and 8, Pang et al disclose rotation of the rotating bodies 
pushes the sliding members to slide (see column 2 lines 36-40). 

Regarding claims 9-15, as described above Pang et al disclose the claimed 
invention and Pang et al further disclose a cage (610) mountable on a host board (see 
column 11 lines 10-14) and latches (620) being elastically deformed (see column 11 line 
38) so that the latches of the case are engaged in the ends of the latching grooves (see 
Figs. 6, 8, 9 and 10A-C). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. The closest prior made of record, Pang et al, fails to 
teach the latching grooves comprising an engaging groove that is depressed on the 
sidewalls and an actuating groove extending form the engaging groove along with other 
claimed limitation as set forth in the claimed combination.

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure. Ahrens et al (U.S. Patent 6,789,958 B2), Chiu et al (U.S. Patent 
6,692,159 B2) and Merrick (U.S. Patent 6,746,158 B2) teach pluggable optical modules.
